SARAH’S FAMOUS COFFIN 
AND HER DEATH HOAXES 


HAVE already mentioned briefly 


Sarah Bernhardt ’s strange preeecu- 


pation with death; the famous cof- 
fin which she carried about with ber, 
te use frequently as a couch; and the 
morbid practical jokes she played br 


pretending to be dead. 


Here are some of the outstanding 


incidents of her life which illustrate 
this morbid strain: 

When she made ! 
Odeon as a young gitl she was dis- 
heartened by her apparent nonsuc 


ress. 

‘Why is it that they applacd her,’’ 
she demanded, pointing to the star of 
the play, ‘‘when I am the greatest 
artiste bere?’’ 

Two nights later she was found 
moaning in her dressing room. A doc- 
ter, hurriedly called, declared she had 
been poisoned and she was rushed to 
s bospital. 

For five days she hevered between 
life and death, finally rallying. Then 
she confessed that she had swallowed 
the contents of a bottle of liquid rouge. 
Asked the reas for her strange act 
she answered: 

**Life was useless; I wanted te see 
what death was like.’ 

Nobody ever knew the real reason 
for her attempt at suicide. Newspa- 
pers of the day blamed it om a cur- 
reat love affair, but this Sarah denied 
te me long afterward. 

“I was enwrapped in my work and 
had ue thoughts ef men to bether me 
om that day,’’ she said. ‘‘I was simply 
despondent because I did not succeed 
fast enough. Why, not a single critic 
mentioned me!’’ 

It was the famous autboress, George 
Sand, whe tock Sarah in hand, 
preached love of life te her and per- 
euaded her that a great future lay 


than not be the greatest actress in the 
world!”’ 

**You will be the greatest, my 
ebild,’” answered George Sand, and 
prephetically added, ‘‘One day soon 
the world will be at your feet.’’ 

They were a vital pair, those twa 
Madame Sand, with ber strong, almost 
masculine features, her large, expres- 
sive hands, her deep, compelling voice. 
Sarak of the slender, bevish form, the 
oval, delicate face contrasting with 
eves of vibrant bilve and hair of 
flame. 

Unquestionably George Sand he)ped 
Sarah te adjust herself to life; the 
poise and wisdom of the elder woman 
were invaluable te her. Sarah, with 
baby Maurice te raise, with ambition 
eating at her vitals, had mot ret 
learned te meet life’s crises with the 
calm power she later developed. 

Her morbid interest in death did not 
seem like a weakness, however: it was 
mot negative, but a positive element of

The super- 
stitious proprietor was in tears and 
swore that the coffin meant unhappi- 
ness to his family and bad luck to his 
business. 

Nevertheless Sarah had it carried in. 
Then she called together the members 
of the troupe. 

‘*You and I,’’ she said, pointing to 
me, ‘‘will be the cooks. You,’’ indi- 
cating my husband, ‘‘will be the 
waiter.”’ 

Other members of the company were 
assigned as chambermaids, dishwashers 
and valets, and for a whole day we 
ran the hotel. Then Sarah gave al! 
the frightened striking emploves tick- 
ets for the evening's performance at 
the theater. 

They accepted them, but viewed the 
tickets askance, as if thinking that 
some spell had been cast over them.
